Among other things, was a draw­ 
er of dental plates, and all toe pros­ 
pective customer hod to do was pay 
2$ cents—and hope they fit. In an- 
other drawer y ou could tak e y our se- 
m lection erf revolvers, which were fin­ 
ally sold out for a dollar apiece, and 
no questions ask ed. 
Fifty -two y ears as a pharmacist, 
c: any thing else for that matt« -—Is 
a long career, but that is Mr. Flod­ 
ing's record. 
In 1892, he graduated from the 
Scio pharmacists school, which has 
since consolidated with the Pitts­ 
burgh sch<k>l of pharmacy , and for 
12 y ears prior to coming to Salem 
he c^fertttep a drug store in Lorain. 
It was there he met and married 
Kittie Mfey Pierce. Associated with 
him in business at that time was 
Horace W. Rey nard, who today is 
his partner in the W. State st. and 
Ellsworth ave. store. 
Flcding still remembers their trip 
from Lorain to Salem. They made 
the overland jpurfiey in a 
White 
steam car, considered the most pow­ 
erful and fastest auto of that day . 
It took 15 minutes to generate 
enough steam to start on a 
trip.

Another surprise awaiting the new 
owner’s arrival in Salem, besides the 
dental plates and revolvers, was a 
nourishing 
business

oy sters, 
which he carried on for only a y ear. 
Paint also was a part of the merch­ 
andise of this store, which operated 
in competition with four others. 
In reminiscing, the veteran drug­ 
gist said that a drug store of y ester­ 
day could hardly be identified with 
me of today , as even the “sign” of 
the trade is practically gor.e. 
The y ounger generation, and some 
of the oldsters, too, probably do not 
k now or have forgotten the beautiful 
glass jars, containing a red, a blue 
or a green solution, which alway s 
mark ed a drug store window. A real 
spark le was added to tire display by 
a light focused from behind toe jars. 
May be y ou date'y ourself iI y ou can 
. 
remember that, but some few and 
[ 4 far between drug dispensers still use 
the sy mbol. 
And more bottles inside. Bottom 
shelves held gallon bottles, the mid­ 
dle shelf, quart bottles, and the top 
shelf pints. These were called shop 
bottles and it was from these that 
prescriptions were compounded. 
Ground glass stoppers topped each 
bottle, while on the recessed rough 
glass labels were written the bottle 
contents, and in Latin, too. 
■ 
There were bottles for liquids 
\ ) called tincture bottles, while toe

powders were in widemouth or salt 
mouth bottles. 
A favorite jok e of the trade in 
answer to a customer’s query for 
powder, was to ask , "gun, face or 
tooth?”

the sundries found in stock today 
were unheard of 
then 
Brushes, 
tooth paste, shaving materials, cos­ 
metics and alarm clock s, etc., were 
not on the shelves, but some patent 
medicines of 40 to 50 y ears ago may 
y et be purchased. 
The old “cure-alls” are gone, but 
the Miles, 
Pierce and 
Pink ham 
products are in use. Herbs provide 
the basis of many medicines as they 
did in by -gone y ears. 
“ Consulting phy sician” 
Mr. Flcding recalls that the old- 
time pharmacist often acted as a 
consulting phy sician, called upon to 
compound home receipe remedies, 
besides mak ing up doctor’s prescrip­ 
tions. Now-a-day s important medi­ 
cines are only sold on prescription. 
After 11 y ears, the former Smith 
Hawk ins store was sold and Floding 
spent toe next 10 y ears between 
Canton and Miami, dcing relief work 
in pharmacy . 
Nineteen y ears ago, in 19 29 , the 
Floding-Rey nard drug store in its 
present location came into being. 


The two men, who had been friends 
and fellow pharmacists for so long 
finally teamed up as partners in 
business. 
A separate seed depart­ 
ment was added in 19 43 and the en­ 
tire store has been remodeled. 
Flcding has much to say of the 
phencm'nal advance in the science 
of medicine as experienced in his 52 
y ears in the profession. The last 20 
y ears has been especially noteworthy 
with the introduction of the hitherto 
unheard of vitamins. 
Many people say , “our grandfath­ 
ers did not k now of vitamins and 
they were healthy , why do we need 
them?” but the druggist suggested 
this plausible explanation; “We live 
faster, so we have to k eep feeding 
the machinery to mak e us go.”
